11 PROPOSITIONS FOR 
JUNE: DO YOU KNOW THEM ? 


EDITOR’S NOTE: The fol¬ 
lowing analysis of the 11 
propositions that will appear 
on the June 3 statewide bal¬ 
lot wdll be given to readers 
of the Sierra Madre News in 
a series of ai-ticles until 
completed. 

The material was compiled 
by Cal-Tax analyst .and is 
based on material provided 
by the legislative analy.st, 
the legislative counsel, the 
secretary of state, the at¬ 
torney general, legislative 
committees and various in 
tercst groups. 

It is our suggestion that 
you clip the series for study 
and information necessary 
for you to make a .know¬ 
ledgeable vote at the June 
Primaries. 

Proposition 10 

Rent Control. A popularly 
qualified constitutional ini¬ 
tiative, Proposition 10 de¬ 
clares rent control to be a 
matter of local government 
concern. IJ provides that rent 
control shall be imposed only 
by a vote of the people 
through enactment of local 
ordinances, .and prohibi t s 
.state-enacted rent control. 
The m,''as.’.ire permits annual 
rent increases based on the 
Consumer Price Index and 
other factors as determined 
by the local ordinance. 

Proposition 10 requires 
that rent control ordinances 
c stablish a commission to re¬ 
solve grievances involving 
rent increases and exempts 
single-family units, hot c 1 
and motel units, and newly 
constructed rental un i t j 
from rent control. It prohi¬ 
bits landlord retaliation. 

The legislative analyst has 
determined that the measuie 
will have no sub.stantial im 
pact on state and local re¬ 
venues. 

Forty per cent of the 
rental units in the state are 
currenly under rent control. 
Major urban areas with rent 
control include San Francis¬ 
co, Los Angeles, and .San 
Jose. Eighteen communities 
have had rent control mea¬ 
sures on the ballot since 
1978. Only four have passed. 
In .several commun i t i e s 
where voters defeated rent 
control measures, local gov¬ 
erning bodies later enacted 
such ordinances. 

Supporting Arguments 

-- There is a severe short¬ 
age of rental housing in 
California. Unrestricted rent 
control measures are a ma¬ 
jor disincentive for long¬ 
term building investments. 

— The measure will pro¬ 
tect both renters .and inves¬ 
tors from unfair ordinances 
and rent increases. 

— It will not eliminate 
any rent-control ordinances 
currently in effect until af¬ 
ter th.e November 1980 elec¬ 
tion, giving the public an 
opportunity to vote on a 
rent-control orJina.nce which 
conforms to this act. 

— Local governments need 
not be burdened by a new 
burea.ucracy: a rent-control 
grievance board can be fund¬ 
ed by a fee on landlords.

Oil Profits Tax Initiative. 
A I'opularly qualified statu¬ 
tory initiative. Proposition 
11 would levy a 10 per cent 
energy tax on tlie income 
of energy businesses in Cali¬ 
fornia. (utilities exempted). 
Fund.s from the tax would bo 
earmarkof] to exp-and mas.s 
transit in California and to 
research alternative fuels. A 
50 per cent credit would be 
allowed for every dollar 
spent by companies to in¬ 
crease oil and gas produc¬ 
tion in California beyond 
the 1978 levels. 

The tax could produce an¬ 
nual revenues ranging from 
S120 to $400 million. 

Supporting Arguments 

- - In 1979, oil companie.s 
made very high profits. The 
average increase in 1979 pro¬ 


fits was 100 per cent over 
profits in 1978. 

— The price of gasoline 
lias greatly increased and 
the oil companies are reap¬ 
ing the benefits. 

— The measure gives a 50 
per cent tax credit for in¬ 
creased refining production 
of California oil and gas. 

— It raises $125 to $400 
million in new revenue each 
year for increased bus serv¬ 
ice, rail service, and the 
development of alternative 
fuels. 

— Proposition 11 prohibits 
passing the tax on to con¬ 
sumers. 

Supporting ballot argu¬ 
ments signed by Governor 
Edmund G. Brown, Jr.; 
Mayor Diane Feinstein, San 
Francisco; and Bill Press, 
Citizens to Tax Big Oil. 

Opposing Arguments 

— In the past five years, 
the energy industry h a r 
ranked only eighth in pro¬ 
fitability Ijehind the media, 
tobacco, .aerospace, health 
care, computers, construction 
and electronics industries. 

— A 100 per cent in¬ 
crease in profits translates 
to only a 17.7 per cent re¬ 
turn on investments for one 
major oil company. Even 
U..S. Treasury bills earn 15 
per cent, and they .are at a 
no-risk venture. 

— The price of petroleum 
is rising because of federal 
decontrol and the fact that 
OPEC has rai.scd its prices 
more than 100 per cent in 
the past year. 

— Proposition 11 W'ould 
permanently double income 
taxes on the entire amount 
of corporate income by add¬ 
ing a 10 per cent surtax to 
the present 9.6 jter cent tax.

Be Lecture Topic 
At Arboretum 

Food plants used by Cali¬ 
fornia. Indians will be the 
.subject of an illustrated talk 
Alay 11 at 2 p.m. in the Lee- 
f'lie Hall of the Los Angeles 
Slate and County Arbore- 
tume, Arcadia. Gary Crom¬ 
well, a biologist on the Ar- 
borettim re.search staff, has 
studied the Indians of west¬ 
ern .4merica for 25 years 
and will discii.ss some of his 
findings while sho wing 
plant specimens — pre.ssed, 
live and on slides. 

Admission to the Arbore¬ 
tum at 301 N. Baldwin Ave. 
is $1 for adults and .50 cents 
for students with ID and 
visitors over 62 or between 
5 and 17 years of age. 

The Indians’ .sensitivity to 
their environment enabled 
them to make full use of all 
possible native plant .sources 
lor everyday food, medicines 
and ceremonies. According 
to Mr. Cromwell, they were 
equally quick to exploit the 
potential o.f exotic plants 
such as wild radish, m.ustard 
and horehound when the 
plants were introduced to the 
country by foreign immi¬ 
grants. 

Many of the plants that 
were staples in the diet of 
California Indians still grow 
in undevcloijed .areas of the 
state. Acorns from about a 
dozen species of native oaks 
were ground into a flour that 
was as important to the In¬ 
dian diet as wheat flour is 
to that of contemporary 
Americans. The tyon shrub. 
cacfMS, wild rose, chia, and 
even stinging nettles are 
among the 25 plant families 
utilized by Indians that Mr. 
Cromwell will Include in his 
lecture and demonstration.

A bill to completely adjust or index the personal in¬ 
come tax brackets for inflation was lunanimously approved 
by the Assembly. AB 2001 (Berseson) now gees to Senate 
Revenue and Taxation which approved an identical bill. 

Last year Governor Edmund G. Brown, Jr., jawboined 
Senate members into accept ig a provision in Bergeson’s 
previous indeding bill, AB 276, whioh sunsetted after two 
years indexing for inflation In excess of three per cent. 
AB 2001 removes that sunset. 

Proposition 9 Effective Date 

An Assembly bill to interpret Proposition 9 tax rate 
cuts as occurring on June 4 and to use 1978 rather than 
1980 tax brackets, passed Assembiy Revenue and Taxation, 
April 26. The bill, AB 3020 (Imbrecht), supported by How¬ 
ard Jarvis, would reduce the first year Proposition 9 reve¬ 
nue ioss by $2 million. The legislation has bipartisan sup¬ 
port and its principal coauthor is John Vasconcellos, chair¬ 
man of Assembly Ways and Means where the bill will be 
heard next. 

Meanwhile, SB 1464 (Campbell), also Jarvis supported, 
is on the Senate floor. The principal difference is that Camp¬ 
bell’s bill uses 1980 not 1878 tax brackets, meaaiing Im- 
brecht’s bill results In $.5 billion higher taxes In each 
year. Senate opponefnts of Proposition 9 currently are block 
ing SB 1464. 

Variable Interest Mortgages 

Two bills are moving through the legislature to allow 
state-chartered financial institutions to refinance mort¬ 
gages, so-called ‘rollovers,” to cast the home lending crisis. 

AB 3142 (McAlister) which passed the Assembly 56 to 
4 allows state savings and loans and commercial banks to 
i.ssue mortgages for 30 year or less and refinance them 
every three to five years. The interest rate could be in- 
crea-sd by no more tlian .5 per cent a year and no more 
than 5 jjer cent over the life of the mortgage. 

SB 2937 (Foran) creates 30-year loans with fixed-pay¬ 
ment periods of up to five years, after which major change.^ 
in monthiy payments could be recalculated up or down — 
depending on interests rates — for the next fixed-pay¬ 
ment period. SB 1937 is in Senate Insurace and Financial 
Institutions. 

The Federal Home Loan Bank Board i.ssued a decision 
last month to allow federally-chartered savings and loans 
to issue similar alternative mortgages. 

Shoplifting Bill Passes Senate 

Help for merchants to recover stolon items from shop¬ 
lifters passed the Senate 29 to 0 April 24. SB 1304 (Presley 
and Russell) authorizes merchants to detain suspected 
shoplifters and search packages and purses for stolen 
goods. The bill further allows a full search of the suspect 
by police at the scene of the crime prior to arrest. All 
evidence recovered from these searche-s would bo admissable 
in court as evidence. SB 1304 improves a merchant’s 
abiiity to reduce shoplifting losses which amount to mil¬ 
lions of dollars annually and are paid for by consumers. 
The Senate vote is encouraging, but there is very real 
possibility SB 1304 will be killed in its inevitable, but yet 
unscheduled,, hearing in Assembly Criminal Justice. Write 
your as.semblyman immediately urging support of SB 1301.

The national media have carefully kept Bani Sadr’s 
background from the American people, who wore condi¬ 
tioned to breathe a sigh of relief at his election as Presi¬ 
dent of the Islamic Republic of Iran. According to the 
scenario presented by mass media, throughout the West, 
we should give Bani Sadr a little time and everything 
will turn up roses — the hostages will be released, the 
crisis will be resolved, and all will return to normal. Ob¬ 
viously, it is not turning out that way. 

Pierra de Villemarest, one of the foremost political ana- 
ly.sts in Europe, offers a more realistic picture in tlie Lon¬ 
don Daily Telegraph,” observing: 

“Bani Sadr became a sort of bastard offspring of 
three movements. A triangle formed by the left wing of 
the CFR (Council on Foreign .Relations), certain American 
oil interests, and Soviet Russia . . . Htero we have the key 
to Bani Sadr’s contrary declarations.

Owners of oommercial and 
industrial property through¬ 
out Los Angeles County will 
leceive bills for additional 
taxes for the current year 
as a result of a review just 
completed by the Office of 
Assessor. 

“This review,’’ taid the 
Assessor, "finally completes 
'lie work of assembling an 
original Proposition 13 Roll. 
As you know. Proposition 13 
and implementing legislation 
inquired all properties to be 
appraised initially at their 
1975 ‘base year’ v’alue levels. 
In Los Angeles County, 
many of the 19TS-79 commer¬ 
cial - industrial assessments 
wei-e based on mass apprai¬ 
sal interim adjustments in 
order to meet the very shoi t 
Roll deadlines in the sum¬ 
mer of 1978. According to 
legislative mandate, we have 
now reviewed and reap¬ 
praised the parcels which 
were not adequately re¬ 
viewed at that time. Pur¬ 
suant to the implementing 
legislation. Increases in val¬ 
ue will be reflected by 
amendments to the 1979 tax 
hills requiring an additional 
amount of taxes to be paid.” 

210.000 commercial ,and in¬ 
dustrial properties were re¬ 
viewed, and approximately 
75.000 wci'o adjusted, mostly 
upwards.
